That be 
as it may, I will attempt a revival of sociabilities by 
writing again and hope that this effort will be rewarded with 
a good long answer from you as soon as convenience will 
permit. 

I am about closing up my business in the glorious 
far west and think some of emigrating to Michigan. 

Charlott 6. gave me a very flattering description of her 
little town and I believe I shall make her a visit and 
if the country pleases me I shall make it my permanent 
abode.--There was an Indian hung here yesterday for the 
murder of a white man last January. 

I think that the execution will cause a general 
outbreak of hostilities by all the Indians in this 
department. There is small bands on the warpath already 
and there is no telling where it will end. 

I have just finished a letter to Charlott informing 
her of my intentions. I hope you will not forget that 
there is a letter due me from you this time. Write soon 
and tell me all the news. Give my best wishes to Uncle 
and Aunt.2. I heard that Henryil. was living with you.

My Dear Cousins 


This is Sunday night and for the last half hour 
I have been lying on the sofa in front of a roaring 
fire, smoking the everlasting pipe and indulging in 
a regular old batchelor's dreamy reverie. 

Well, its a fearful night outside. The rain is 
pouring down in torrents and the wind is screaming for 
more, and as if fearful of the result, it seems 
determined to wreak its vengeance on the unlucky devils 
that are compelled to face it, by rudely landing or 
rather watering silk hats in the gutter and dexterously 
turning umbrellas the wrong way, and occasionally in 
the gas lights, I can see a woman scudding along under 
bare poles with jibs and sky sails closely reefed and 
Sloshing about at the mercy of the gale; I wonder what 
brings them out anyway. I suppose it's because there 
can't be a row or a disturbance, not even of the elements, 
but that a woman is bound to have a share in it. That's 
my theory, but I may be wrong -- perhaps they are after 
beer. 

But while smoking and dreaming, I was studying 
whether I would attend my regular Sunday night class 
meeting, or answer your kind letter, which I fear I have 
neglected already too long, and, the result as a matter 
of course, is in favor of doing what I should have done 
long -- not that it took me that length of time to 
decide the question, but simply to finish my pipe. 

Perhaps you won't quite understand the kind of class 
meeting I refer to, it isn't exactly the old orthodox 
church style of class meeting, but the kind where cards 
are introduced and form the chief item of exhortation. 

I have a friend here to whose house I repair every 
Sunday night. He has a very charming sister (a widow 
by profession), and for further particulars about her, 
ask Nelli.-- but Sunday nights I belong exclusively to 
the brother, and we start in on cribbage about 7 and 
keep it up till 9-- then out comes a quart bottle of 
champagne and mince pies or cake, and after that, way 
up Havanna cigars, and then we tumble back to cribbage 
again and keep it up till midnight-- then to bed and 
Sleep. My friend is in the liquor business, so the 
wine doesn't count and if you or Aunt Maria2. thinks I 
am hopelessly wicked, just remember that I attended 
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church twice a day all the time that I was home and 
now I think I am entitled to a little recreation. 

I suppose you are all freezing and shivering almost 
to death in that Italian climate of yours. Yesterday 
was a much warmer and pleasanter day here than that 
Sunday I spent at your house last August. I wish you 
would try and prevail upon Uncle John3. to sell out amd 
come out here where a light summer suit will last and 
answer all year round. 

I think I could be quite comfortable and contented 
this time of year back there -- 4 feet underground. 

Aunt Maggie4. and Hetty5. are quite well at present, 
but can't tell for how long. About Christmas Hetty was 
dangerously ill and only the best of care and attention 
from her mother pulled her through--she is alright now 
and ready for another.

I have just returned from Mr. Leaches and the 
post office. John7. has gone to prayer meeting.

I will try and see if I can reduce its 
pains and by writing to you. Ezra said he was coming 
up so I must improve the time for we always have so 
much talking to do when he comes. Sue, I have a gay 
old time this winter, plenty to see, go when I want to 
and not a great deal to do. I should think you might 
come out and make us a visit. It does not cost a great 
deal and you stay so steady at home. You will be a 
regular old maid, and if you come out here, I will find 
you a gay little fellow, or a big one if you'd rather. 
I have my eye on one already. Well Sue, how did you 
busy yourself Christmas and New Year's. Christmas we 
ate dinner to Mr. Leaches, and as for presents, I had 
none. Ezra gave Clinny a drum, Mr. Leach a pair of 
boots, Mrs. L. a horse and wagon. Cora had a new dress 
by Mr. L. and some playthings from Ezra. New Year's I 
stayed at home and received presents. John gave me a pair 
of shoes and a nice new bureau, Ezra a nice yarn carpet. 
(Did I ever write you, he gave me a clothes ringer), and 
Saturday night before New Year's, I had a present of a 
splendid album, and a pair of bracelets. They are jet 
mounted with gold. Came by mail. I do not know who 
sent them, but I think Horace Winters did. He came back 
here with John a year ago. Do you remember him when we 
used to be skating around up to George Frys? Those times 
are past and Jessie lays cold and still in her grave, and 
Georgie is settled down with a baby to tend, instead of 
chasing after the Fitzgeralds and Ted Bullis has only two 
to tend and while I think of it, you spoke about Clinny's 
and Cora's pictures. Well I would gladly step out in the 
cold if I could have them taken. We have no artist here.

Friday, singing 
school and Saturday eve stay at home and go to bed and 
make ready for Sunday. I found out who sent me that 
album and bracelets. It was Almanzo10., he sent Nelli. 
some too. Well I must close for I must write to Ina 
as tomorrow is Sunday and it takes me all my time to 
go to Church and get meals.

Clifford was baptized on September 12, 1897, at Saint Matthias 
Anglican Church in Ottawa, Ontario, Canada. 

He enlisted on January 15, 1916, in the 32nd Battalion, 
Canadian Army, during World War I, and was transferred to the 


146th Battalion on January 23, 1916. He sailed from Barrifield, 
Quebec, Canada on Saturday, October 21, 1916, and arrived in 
Liverpool, England on October 31, 1916. He was transferred to 


the 38th Battalion and arrived in France on May 24, 1917. At the 
end of the war, he returned to Halifax, Nova Scotia, Canada on 
June 3, 1919, and was discharged. 

Clifford and Florence were married on August 16, 1921, in 
Westboro, Ontario, Canada, and came to the United States on April 
5, 1923. He was employed as a Punch Press Operator for the Ford 
Motor Company. 

Florence was the daughter of Thomas Baines Beckett (born 
December 1, 1859 and died February 4, 1893), and Annie Maria 
(Clarke) Beckett of Birmingham, England. Thomas was killed by a 
hit and run horse and carriage on Stretford Road in Manchester, 
England, and Annie placed Clara, Margaret, Bertha, and Florence 
in Hollymount Catholic Convent in Greenmount, Lancashire, 
England. Florence was admitted on April 8, 1894, and remained 
in the Convent until she was sent to Canada by the Catholic 
Charities, and was placed as a maid in the home of a French- 
Canadian family named Champagne. (Also see Page 2G122A). 

In 1920, Florence was an employee of the American Bank Note 
Company in Ottawa, Ontario, Canada, and was living in Hull, 
Quebec, Canada. 

Clifford filed for United States Citizenship on October 26, 
1934, when living at 2023 Pingre Street, Detroit, Wayne County, 
Michigan. He became a citizen on August 16, 1937, while living 
at 124 Grove Avenue, Highland Park, Wayne County, Michigan. He 
was described as having fair complexion, blue eyes, auburn hair, 
five feet, four and one half inches tall, and weighed 125 pounds. 

Florence died of post-abortal sepsis Streptococcus infection, 
and Clifford died of Bronchogein Carcinoma. They are buried in 
Northview Cemetery, Dearborn, Wayne County, Michigan.

Our first home was a two-family house on Yinger 
Street in Dearborn, Michigan. We were living in a 
house in Garden City, Michigan when my mother died. 
I believe my father was out of work as he had to 
borrow money from his father to pay for my mother's 
funeral. After the death of my mother and up until 
the time my father died, we lived in a succession 
of boarding homes. My father never re-married and 
we never had another home, 


At the time of my father's death, (I was 14 on 
that day), we boarded with a Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
Fleming at 9358 Cascade St. in Detroit. My father's 
family lived in Canada and my mother's in England, 
and to my knowledge, none of them wanted to be burdened 
with a 14-year-old relative, so I became a "Ward" of 
the State of Michigan, and the Fleming's my "Foster 
Parents." I lived with the Fleming's for 3 years, 
(they were paid room and board for me by the State of 
Michigan, out of my father's estate), and at 17 I 
joined the air force to get away from Detroit and 
be on my own. I went back twice for visits, and 
regretted both times. 


I can recall that some of the best times of my 
childhood were spent on my grandfather's farm. We 
had no electricity, running water, indoor bathrooms, 
radios, television, or central heating. The farm was 
on the road (Concession Road 5?) from Black's Corners 
to the Mississippi Lake, just outside Carleton Place, 
Ontario, Canada. 


I can remember sleeping in feather beds, using 
kerosene lamps, and taking baths in a large tub in 
the kitchen with hot water heated on the wood stove. 
The kitchen stove was usually the only heat in the 
house during the week. On weekends the fire place 
in the dining room would be lighted. We had another 
fire place in the parlor that would be lighted when 
company came over. As a child, I don't ever remember 
being in the parlor. There was no heat for the 
bedrooms upstairs except the grates in the downstairs 
ceiling. 


There was an extension to the main house, where 
my Uncle Bill, Aunt Jennie and family lived. At night- 
time they slept upstairs in the main house. Uncle Bill 
was the only one of my grandfather's sons that lived 
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on the farm as hired help. When my grandparents died, 
the farm was left to my Aunt Marjorie, who then sold 

it and auctioned off all the furnishings. Any personal 
items have since been lost. 


Back beyond my Uncle Bill's living quarters was 
the wood shed and then the carriage barn. We always 
had two outhouses: one movable for use during the 
summer and daylight hours, and one non-movable in the 
carriage barn for use during the winter and night-time 
hours. The movable one would be picked up and placed 
someplace else in the yard with a new hole dug. Then 
we would have to fill in the old hole. The one in the 
carriage house would have the back removed and cleaned 
out each summer. I remember my dad and I doing these 
jobs each summer. 


There was an older man, about my grandfather's 
age, that lived farther down the road toward the lake. 
I remember that he drove an electric car and was 
supposedly a relative of my grandfather (cousin?). 

I am pretty sure his name was Percy Bullis. I was 

also told that another relative of ours was gored to 
death by a bull in California, in the 1940's. I wish 
now that I knew who these people were. I know that 
Laura (Beam) Conrad, Oscar Beam, Ted Beam, and Clarence 
Beam from Ithaca, New York were the children of my 
grandfather's sister, Emma.

The law firm of Wilhartz, Hirsch and 
Schanfarber of Chicago, prepared a suit charging the entire motion 
picture industry with infringing on Charles' patent.

Lewis and Frances were married on September 5, 1865 at 
Lancaster, Erie County, New York. Frances was the daughter 
of Nathan B. Gatchell and Mary Jane (Utman) Gatchell of Lockport, 
New York. | 
On June 7, 1894, Lewis was arrested in Bradford, Pennsylvania 


for the murder of Ted Burns. Both men were members of the 
Bradford Citizens Hose Company, and in an argument outside the 
building, Lewis stabbed Burns in the neck with a knife. On June 


8, 1894, Lewis was found guilty of voluntary manslaughter, and on 
June 11, 1894, he was sentenced to ten years solitary confinement 
and hard labor at the Western Pennsylvania Penitentiary. A 
quote from the Bradford newspaper states: "To Lewis Bullis, in 
his broken down condition at 55 years of age, in all probability, 
it means a life sentence". According to a witness at his trial, 
Lewis had been an Engineer and a Surveyor, had worked for the 
B.B. and K. Railroad and the Sugar Run Railway. 

Obviously, Frances divorced Lewis, as she remarried on June 
30, 1892, to David Nicholas Hogg, at Lancaster, New York. David 
was born in 1855 in Guelph, Ontario, Canada and lived in 
Evansville, Indiana. 

Frances was the 8th Generation of the Whitney Family. 

In 1903, Lewis was living in Bolivar, Allegany County, New 
York. He died of throat cancer. His funeral was held in St. 
Marks Episcopal Church and he is buried in Friends Cemetery, 
Orchard Park, Erie County, New York.

The Petitioners were her husband, 
Frank G. Bullis, and her daughter, Birdie C. Jazel. The Jury 
found in favor of the petitioners, that Ella's drinking had 
resulted in "alcoholic insanity". 

In her will, Ella directed that her estate by equally paid to 
her husband and daughter in monthly payments of $12.50 to each, 
and in the event of the death of Frank and Birdie, the residue be 
given to Ella's Cousin, Julia H. Hawthorn. On July 26, 1898, 
Frank and Birdie filed proceedings contesting the will, stating 
that Ella was not of sound and disposing mind, memory, or 
understanding.

Dear Martha, 


The genealogy of the Bullis family which you sent to 
Florence brings to my mind memories of childhood days spent 
at Grandfather Bullis's home. He was Benjamin Bullis, born 
in 1778. When I was about twelve or thirteen I was at his 
house frequently and was always made welcome, as were all 
of the grandchildren. Grandfather and Grandmother were 
then alone, their children having settled in homes of their 
own, and therefore they had plenty of time in which to 
entertain us and they did it royally. 

Grandfather was a good story teller and much enjoyed 
talking of his boyhood days and of the later years when 
he lived in Vermont. In 1816 the family moved west - quite 
far west, they considered it. They came to Griffins Mills, 
town of Aurora, family and household goods coming all the 
distance by ox team, there being no railroad then. A few 
years later the Erie Canal was finished and my mother came 
that way. Grandfather would talk of the part his family 
and ancestors had had in the Revolution. He was a good 
talker and intelligent. No doubt his love for reading 
had helped to make his conversation worth listening to. 

He told me that in his boyhood his father had hired 
him to read their weekly newspaper, saying that it would 
educate him. He was required to read every word, 
advertisements and all, and did it at first for the pay 
he received which was one cent a week. Then he kept on 
because he had become interested and all the rest of his 
life he was never without a weekly paper. It seems a 
strange thing now when all people read a daily paper but 
I well remember that at that time his was the only paper 
subscribed for in the neighborhood. Quite a number of 
families about him were comfortably situated, having 
well-stocked farms "free and clear" but in their homes 
there was scarcely any reading matter except the family 
Bible. All had one. 

On the day of the week when Grandfather went to the 
village, called "The Corners" for the weekly mail, his 
neighbors would come in at his house after his return 
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to hear him read the news. I can see them now in the 
big kitchen, sitting around Grandfather's chair while 
he read aloud in his clear voice. The news thus given 
out was a week old or nearly that. Among those who 
came were Mr. Clark, Mrs. Simmons' father, Mr. Stark- 
weather, and Frank Utley's grandfather. (Frank was 
your father's boyhood friend.) If a neighbor asked, 
as they sometimes did, for the paper to take home to 
read to his family, grandfather always lent it and 
it was brought back carefully folded. All papers after 
being read were put away on a high shelf in the bedroom. 
Grandfather used to talk with his visitors about 
the War of the Revolution and the part that he personally 
knew. He would go back to the arrival of the British 
here when they came to put down our rebellion. He said 
they came smartly dressed - Red Coats he called them - 
and holding their heads high, seeming confident that 
they would soon have possessions here. This verse I 
often heard him recite: 
"Sir George Provost with all his host 
Marched forth from Montreal, Sir! 
Both he and they were blithe and gay 
As going to a ball, Sir!" 
Then he would contrast our poor fellows with guns on 
their shoulders, men and boys, marching wearily along, 
wearing tattered garments, their shoes worn to the 
ground, but so brave and determined to win - and they 
did win! The others turned and went back with heads 
lowered. 
Grandfather was well-to-do for those times. The 
upper left-hand drawer of their high bureau was 
entirely for his use for the keeping of his money and 
valuables. He used to let me count the big silver 
dollars and pile them up. There were some gold pieces 
too, large ones, and standing on Grandmother's footstool 
I could just reach them. 
He lent money to neighbors and to friends on notes. 
A form of note used sometimes was "I O U" with the name 
and amount. This was satisfactory. As I remember no 
lock was on the door. This and Grandfather's custom of 
lending money without other security than the notes seem 
to show that people and conditions were different then. 
With everything that was worn and nearly everything that 
was eaten raised and manufactured on the farm it is 
reasonable and not strange that Grandfather had money to 
lend on notes, but the amounts were small. Paper money 
was not circulated in that part of the country and there 
was no bank short of Buffalo. I do not suppose he ever 
went there. I remember that when he had to pay out a 
large sum, such as for taxes, he would carry the silver 
and gold in a canvas bag with a strong string about his 
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neck, the bag hanging down from his shoulders and he 
complained that it was heavy and hurt his shoulders. 

Grandfather's farm produced well and more than it 
did later in my father's time. He had large fields 
of hay and grain and kept several horses and cows. 
Grandmother made cheese as well as butter. A fine 
flock of sheep supplied clothing for the family and 
an income from sales of wool. A sugar bush supplied 
tubs of sugar and gallons of syrup. A tailor used to 
come to the house spring and fall to make up men's and 
boys clothing from goods spun and woven in the house. 
I heard that in still earlier times a shoemaker used 
to come to the house to make boots and shoes for all, 
heavy ones for every day and calf-skin for Sunday. 
There were no rubbers worn. I remember myself when 
the first rubbers came into use. 

Grandmother Bullis I recall as a wonderful 
housekeeper and an excellent cook. The rooms on the 
first floor of their house were a large "keeping 
room", her bedroom, and a kitchen. The kitchen was 
large and along one side, taking up nearly the whole 
side of the room was a most complete fireplace. A 
fire in that fireplace was equal to the task of 
warming those rooms in addition to doing the cooking 
and baking for the family. The long crane held 
suspended from it iron kettles of different sizes, 
smooth, and all made by Grandfather in his shop. 
Above the opening of the fireplace was the oven and 
that I remember baked wonderful pies, cakes, bread 
and big roasts of meat when the family was larger. 

Every Saturday during the cold weather months 
Grandmother made a large loaf of Indian bread. Of 
all breads made from corn meal it was the best I 
ever tasted. It was made in one of the large round 
iron pans made in Grandfather's blacksmith shop. 

The bread may have been made with yeast for I 

remember it was set to rise on a ledge of the oven 

in the afternoon, and at bed time was placed in the 
oven. In the evening a log was always laid on the 
fire, keeping the heat up through the night. In 

the morning the loaf was taken out of the oven and 
placed on the table for our breakfast. It was not 
hard and dry as might be supposed from its long 
baking, but moist and sweet and of fine flavor. Then 
Grandfather would go upstairs and cut a large three- 
cornered piece of mild, new cheese from one of those 
standing on a long shelf. Cheeses were used when they 
were new and mild and were commonly eaten at breakfast 
then. The cheese, warm bread and an abundant supply 
of new milk made an excellent breakfast. There was 
tea for the older people. Coffee was used only by 
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the Germans then. On other days than Sunday there 
were buckwheat cakes and home-made sausage or home- 
cured ham and a pitcher of maple syrup. 

At the beginning of winter Grandmother made 
twenty-five mince pies and stored them on a long 
shelf in the cool room upstairs, and they were on 
hand for company or relatives who might drive in at 
dinner time. A pie would be brought down, set in 
the oven to warm, and with the abundance of supplies 
on hand, a dinner could be quickly prepared. Grandmother's 
doughnuts and gingerbread were always on call, and her 
preserves were considered wonderful. No canned fruit 
in those days. 

When Grandmother made candles she made the year's 
supply in one day. She placed two wooden bars parallel 
and about as far apart as quilting frames were placed. 
Along these and resting on the two, were put forty or 
fifty sticks, made by hand and whittled very smooth. 
They were a little larger than pencils. She took the 
candle wicking, which was soft and easy to use, much 
softer than our modern twine, and hung short lengths 
over the sticks. Each wick was made up of several 
strands. For many years after lamps had taken the 
place of candles this kind of wicking was used for 
other purposes, it was so good. A big board had first 
been placed on the floor to catch the drippings of 
tallow. Grandmother would commence at one end of the 
bars, take a stick with ten or more wicks hanging 
from it and dip it into the kettle of mutton tallow 
which had been warmed on the stove. (The kettle had 
to be deeper than the candle was long.) She put the 
stick back over the two bars and took the next stick 
to dip. By the time she reached the end of the line 
the tallow on the first set of wicks had hardened and 
she dipped that again. At each dipping a little of 
the tallow stuck to the wick. At the end of the day 
the candles were done, packed away in clean boxes and 
stored in the cellar or a cold room. They were the 
only lights used anywhere, homes, meetinghouses, work- 
shops, or any place. Short candles were made for use 
in lanterns. The first lanterns were nothing but tin 
with holes bored in them. Grandfather's lantern for 
the barn was of his own make. It was of strong, heavy 
tin with holes perforated thickly with an instrument 
that looked like an awl. It had a round opening for 
the candle inside and on the top outside was a metal 
loop to hold it by. Candle dipping day was a great day. 

Grandfather raised wheat, Indian corn, and buckwheat. 
It was threshed and ground into flour at Griffins Mills. 
Besides having a farm Grandfather was a blacksmith - a 
good one too. I remember farmers would come from a 
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distance to get one of his hoes because Uncle Ben's hoes 
were considered the best. (Neighbors called him Uncle 
Ben.) When they came and asked him to make a hoe I 


recall he would decline sometimes, saying "I don't 
feel like work this week. If you will wait, maybe I 
can help you out." He took work easily himself but 
was a master hand to get work from others. His farm 
hands were kept busy a long day, not eight hours as 
now. Even his grandchildren when visiting there were 
given work to do in the garden or the barn, but he 
always paid us well. At times my work was to turn 
the grindstone while he sharpened an axe or a tool 
for himself or a customer. I recall the day when I 
told him my arm ached but he kept me at the job until 
it was finished but whiled the time by telling me 
stories of his boyhood in Vermont, and then gave me 
a silver dime. To each of his granddaughters he gave 
a gold dollar after making a neat hole in it so that 
it could be worn around the neck. 
Uncle Levi Bullis was the oldest brother. He 
was a doctor, good and kind to the sick and needy. 
The brother whose home was in Troy I did not 
know but Uncle Hiram Bullis lived on the Milestrip, 
now called the Orchard Park Road. This Milestrip 
began at Orson Swift's farm. The plank road started 
at East Hamburg and ran straight through to Buffalo. 
When this road reached Orson Swift's farm, the Milestrip, 
a cross road, began. It ended at the school house and 
Grandfather's road extended on beyond the school house. 
I remember Uncle Hiram's house with green blinds and a 
fence all around, with fruit trees and shrubs and flower 
beds inside the fence. He had no children but after 
his wife, Aunt Tabitha, died he still kept his home but 
closed it at times and went about among the relatives. 
He took his money bag with him, carrying it hung around 
his neck the same way Grandfather did and complaining in 
the same way that it was heavy and hurt his shoulders. 
One of the store keepers at the "Corners" offered to 
store valuables in a sort of safe he had, but the Bullises 
seemed to prefer to hold their possessions themselves. 
In Grandmother's kitchen across one side of the room 
there was a long settee. It was her habit every day after 
dinner to lie down there for an hour's nap, having only 
a pillow for her head but no cushion or covering on the 
settee. She was strong and hardy and this way just 
suited her. She got up refreshed and ready to continue 
her duties. We should not leave out Grandmother's 
spinning for there was much of it to be done in her 
household. The family depended upon that to provide 
nearly all the clothing as well as socks, stocking, and 
mittens for all of them. I do not suppose that in those 
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early days there was any store hosiery or gloves. 
Children were taught knitting early - even some boys 
were taught - so that all of their time after school 
and chore hours they were kept at some useful work. 

All this spinning and weaving was done in the summer 
and early fall to be ready for a long winter. In the 
winter, light work like piecing bedquilts was done 

and people had time left to attend neighborhood frolics 
and spelling bees. 

I have been told that the reason housewives could 
do all the spinning and weaving was that they did not 
cook every day. A big boiled dinner one day was enough 
for the next and was set on the table cold. With a mug 
of cider and a mince pie it was plenty and housekeepers 
could keep on with the spinning and weaving. There 
were no fancy fixed up dishes as now but good substantial 
meals always abundant.

Our Scott grandparents had 
not as much of this world's goods, but were rich in 
the other and we have much to be thankful for in our 
inheritance of their example and precept.

Bullis Ancestry 


Our first Bullis ancestor in this country was 
probably Philip, who came to Boston, date unknown. He 
was born about 1630 and married Judith Keep (or Reape), 
daughter of John Hart, on December 3, 1663 in Boston. 
They had five children, one of whom, Thomas-our ancestor- 
was born on August 3, 1671 in Boston. 

He moved to Greenwich, Connecticut, where the town 
granted him a parcel of land in 1700 and another parcel 
five years later. He had two sons, John and Thomas. 
John married Mary Gorman March 8, 1720 and Thomas 
married Margaret Roberson July 11, 1733, both marriages 
in Greenwich. Thomas senior sold some land to his two 
sons in 1722 and 1734. These dates are shortly after 
their marriages, so I think it was probable that the 
father was helping his sons get started. 

John had at least two sons born in Greenwich, 

John Jr. in 1722 and Charles (our ancestor) in 1723. 
One old family record I have seen states that John Sr. 
had eight sons. If that is correct, I do not know 
when the other six were born. This same record states 
that Thomas Sr. together with John and his family 
moved to Dutchess County, New York. 

In the records of the Crum Elbow Precinct of 
Dutchess County, John Bullis' "Ear Mark" is described 
and recorded December 11, 1740, so I assume the whole 
family was there by that time. 

Charles was a witness on March 1st 1761, toa 
sale of property to a John Bullis. The following 
year at the annual town meeting in Charlotte Precinct, 
he was chosen one of the path masters, whatever that 
was. 

The family next moved to Vermont. A charter for 
the territory on which Manchester Vermont, is now 
situated, was granted in 1760 to a group of men-- 
mostly from New Hampshire. About the same time some 
men from Dutchess County moved into the same area. 

They must have sent back a favorable report about 
the country because a few years later some men from 
Amenia in Dutchess County bought out most of the 
original grantors. The first town meeting of the 
new settlement of Manchester was held in Amenia, 
February 14, 1764. All of the meetings of the 
proprietors continued to be held there until 1773. 

A distant cousin, Richard Bullis, of Burlingame, 
California, has done extensive research on our family. 
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Much of the rest of the account of the family while 
in Vermont is based on his work. 
Charles Bullis in 1764 owned lots in Manchester. 
He built his home about two miles out of the present 
Manchester Village on the road to Manchester Center. 
One of the family visited it in 1936 and wrote that 
it was a two-story house with stairs in the center. 
On one side downstairs were two rooms, the rear one 
being the bedroom. On the other side was a large 
kitchen with a big fireplace where all the cooking 
was done. The walls of the basement were very thick, 
of large rough stones probably taken from the farm. 
According to the family papers, Charles' father 
was a blacksmith, and Charles was also listed as one 
in the Manchester Town Records. Tradition says he 
moved his father's blacksmith foundry with him when 
he left Dutchess County. One family record says he 
moved in 1764 and helped organize the town in 1766. 
We do know that his son Henry was married there in 
1773. 
I remember that mother thought that our Bullis 
ancestors were Tories in the Revolutionary War. 
She may have gotten this mistaken idea from the 
fact that several of Charles' brothers left New York 
State to live in Canada before the war. Also, in 
Bennington County Vermont, lived a Bullis who had 
his land confiscated because he favored the British. 
Our Charles, on the other hand, was recipient of 
lands confiscated from a Tory named Jeremiah French. 
Charles saw limited duty in the Revolutionary War, 
serving a total of twenty-seven days in Captain 
Gideon Brownson's Company, Warner's Regiment, 
Vermont Militia. 
In 1782 Charles and his son Henry were among 
twenty-four men who organized the first Episcopal 
Church (or Church of England as it was still called), 
in Manchester. The first church building was not 
erected until 1821. The first item on the records 
of the Zion Episcopal Church in Manchester was a 
statement by the Rev. Gideon Bostwick that the 
twenty-four men who petitioned for the formation 
of the parish had placed themselves under his care. 
He was rector in Great Barrington and was in charge 
of all territory to the north. The church in 1936 
still had its original pewter communion set. 
The town records show that Charles and his wife 
are buried in the Factory Point (now called Manchester 
Center) Cemetery. 
I know very little about Henry. Among family 
notes is the statement that "Henry Bullis was an 
invalid caused by dog bites," but it does not say 
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when he was bitten, or how severe his invalidism 
was. It also says that his wife "was called little 
grandmother because she was so tiny." 

The genealogy that my mother had says that all 
of the sons of Henry were blacksmiths except the 
youngest, Levi, who was a doctor. "The History of 
Cattaragus County, New York" in 1879 describes him 
as a "Physician of the Old School." 

Most, if not all, of Henry's children moved 
to New York State and points west. Benjamin first 
moved to Dorset, Vermont, and then, about 1811, to 
Plattsburg, New York. He fought at the Battle of 
Plattsburg in the War of 1812. According to my 
mother's records, his wife was the only woman who 
stayed in the town at the time of that battle. The 
local historical society was not able to verify 
this statement. 

Benjamin moved his family farther west in 1816, 
going by ox team across the state to Griffin Mills, 
near Buffalo. He bought lot 62 in the town of Aurora, 
and later he bought lot 37 at auction for $750.00. 

His granddaughter, Martha Ferris, wrote that he 
was well off for those days and lent money to his 
neighbors on their I.0.U.'s. "The upper left hand 
drawer of their high bureau was entirely for his use 
for the keeping of his money and valuables--paper 
money was not circulated in that part of the country 
and there was no bank short of Buffalo. I do not 
suppose he ever went there. When he had to pay out 
a large sum, such as for taxes, he would carry the 
silver and gold in a canvas bag with a strong string 
about his neck, the bag hanging from his shoulders, 
and he complained that it was heavy and hurt his 
shoulders." 

My mother told me that his oldest son, Levi, 
was a very wealthy farmer who left each of his three 
sons a large farm, "but they squandered it all away." 

Benjamin's second son was Seth who, when he 
married in 1833, bought all but ninety acres of lot 
37. Seth and his bride lived in the log house that 
was on this lot until his new house was finished. 
After his father's death, Seth bought his father's 
farm on lot 62. He moved on to it and lived there 
the rest of his life, except for about two years 
when he moved to Port Allegany, Pennsylvania. 

His son Charles, when he married in 1860, 
bought part of the farm on lot 37 and moved into the 
house his father had built in nearby Elma, located 
on the "Mile Strip"; a stretch of land a mile wide 
along one side of an Indian Reservation, deeded to 
the whites by the Indian tribe living there. 
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Charles lived there until about 1872-73 when he 
moved to Port Allegany. He and Spencer, his youngest 
brother, went into the lumber business in that part 
of northern Pennsylvania. According to an article in 
the East Aurora "The Weekly Times," April 9, 1880, 
they would buy up a tract of land, clear it of all 
the marketable timber, saw up the logs, and then move 
on to another location. The article mentions that 
they had just cleared 947 acres near state line 
and were moving on to 765 acres at Turtle Point, 
about five miles north of Port Allegany. To quote 
from this article: "They employ at present, in the 
neighborhood of 100 men, and 28 teams of horses and 
oxen. Their mill runs two large circular saws, besides 
edging and slab saws, and has the capacity of from 
42,000 to 45,000 feet of lumber per day. The busiest 
seasons are during spring and summer when the trees 
are felled and sawed into logs, and now that they 
have built a wooden tramway up into the hills, they 
are enabled to run the logs to mill without the aid 
of snow, employing 200 to 300 men. The tramway is 
run by an engine which draws from six to eight cars, 
each carrying from 2000 to 3000 feet of lumber. They 
have just completed another mill at Carleton, on the 
B. & S.W. R.R., and have purchased 2000 acres of land 
there and will soon be turning out at both places 
nearly 100,000 feet of lumber every twenty-four hours, 
With the exception of the last mentioned, all their 
land lies on the Alleghany River, and here one man 
is constantly kept in the water running logs from 
flume to rollway. The sawdust mash is nearly all 
used to run the fires, and the balance is shipped 
to Aurora, Buffalo, and other places. Slabs are all 
sawed into four foot lengths, and shipped to Buffalo, 
where the greater part of the lumber goes, with the 
exception of a small amount shipped to Rochester." 
Later they operated out of Bullis Mills, about fifteen 
miles north of Port Allegany. 

Spencer Bullis was living in Bullis Mills as 
late as 1881 because one of his sons lived there at 
that time. Two years later he was living in Olean, 
New York, where he lived for many years before moving 
to Medford, Oregon. 

I think it probable that Charles continued to 
live in Port Allegany for my father must have met my 
mother there, and he did not come thru until about 
1880. Of course, my mother could have come back from 
time to time to visit friends and he met her then. 

We do know that he was living in Rochester, New York 
in October 1883 because that was his address given in 
the obituary of my father printed in the Aurora 
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Advertiser. 

Charles first had a farm just outside Rochester, 
but as far back as I can remember, the family lived 
in the city. I can remember visiting them when my 
grandfather still had a fine team of horses. He 
would hitch them up to his carriage and drive us 
to the beach on Lake Ontario for a day outing. 

My mother was the only one of his eight children 
who married, except John whose wife died soon after 
marriage. As far back as I can remember, the rest 
of the family always lived together, with one 
exception. Fred lived some ten or fifteen years 
in the Chicago area promoting the sale of the 
automatic pop-corn vending machine he invented. He 
returned to the family several years before his 
death.

CHARLES BULLIS AND FAMILY 


This is an account of the life of my grandfather as 
well as memories of my visits to the family. 


Charles Bullis was born on 12 September 1836 in 
the village of Elma, near East Aurora, Erie County, 
New York. His father, Seth, and grandfather, 
Benjamin, came to Griffins Mills in Erie County in 
1816 from Vermont by way of Plattsburgh, New York. 
Their trip West from Plattsburgh was made by ox- 
drawn wagons. His mother, Mary Scott, came to 
Griffins Mills with her parents from Hartford, New 
York in 1827. They made the trip on the newly 
opened Erie Canal. 


Charles married Frances Gilbert on 4 January 1860. 
He bought part of his father's farm and his first 
six children were born there. 


In 1873 he sold his property and went to McKean 
County, Pennsylvania to go in the lumber business 
with his brother, Spencer, who had already been 
lumbering in New York State. They would buy a 
large tract of virgin land, cut down the trees and 
saw the logs into lumber. When the land was 
stripped of trees, they would go to another site 
and repeat the process. 


Their first land purchases were in Liberty Township, 
McKean County, The village of Port Allegany, 
population about 700 at that time, is in Liberty 
Township. I have the impression from Mother's 
conversations that this is where they lived. I do 
know that Grandfather's two youngest children were 
born someplace in Pennsylvania. 


After four or five years they had cleared all the 
available land there and they moved about two miles 
North to State Line Mills, now known as Bullis Mills. 
They made many purchases of land around there during 
the next few years. Following is part of an article 
about the operation of the Bullis brothers which 
appeared in the East Aurora newspaper of April 1880. 


They employ at present in the neighborhood of 
100 men, and 28 teams of horses and oxen. 
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Their mill runs two large circular saws, 
besides edging and slab saws, and has a 
capacity of from 42,000 to 45,000 feet of 
lumber per day. The busiest seasons are 
during the Spring and Summer when the trees 
are felled, peeled and sawed into logs, 

and now that they have built a wooden 

tramway up into the hills, they are enabled 
to run the logs to mill without the aid of 
snow, employing 200 to 300 men. The tramway 
spoken of is built under the railroad track, 
and is run by an engine which draws from six 
to eight cars, each carrying from 2,000 to 
3,000 feet of lumber. Besides this enormous 
capacity for the production of lumber, they 
have just completed another mill at Carleton, 
on the B. & B. W. R. R., and have purchased 
2,000 acres of land there and will soon be 
turning out at both places nearly 100,000 

feet of lumber every twenty-four hours. With 
the exception of the last mentioned, all their 
land lies on the Alleghany River, and here one 
Man is constantly kept in the water running 
logs from flume to runway. Slabs are sawed 
into four-foot lengths, and shipped to Buffalo, 
where the great part of the lumber goes. 


After another two or three years they moved ten miles 
further North across the state line to Olean, New 
York. Here they were nearer the work on land they 
had purchased near Carrollton, New York, in the 
Allegany State Park. I am not sure about the move- 
ments of my grandfather for the next few years. 
Eventually he moved to the Rochester, New York area. 


"Sawmills among the Derricks," a large book on early 
lumbering operations in Pennsylvania by E.A. Kane, 
has a chapter on Spencer Bullis, who was a big 
promoter of logging railroads in addition to his 
work in the lumbering industry. This article states 
that Charles withdrew from the partnership in 1887. 
His name is in the Olean city directory, 1884-5 

and 1886-7 editions. However, when Charles' father 
died in 1883, the obituary stated that Charles at 
that time lived in Rochester. He certainly was 
there by 1889 for Maggie, his oldest daughter, was 
Married there on 16 January 1889. He lived in 

that area the rest of his life. 


The Bullis brothers must have made money in their 
lumber business. When I was quite young, I went 
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with my parents to visit Spencer and his family in 
Olean. My vague memories are that they had a very 
fine house and lived in some style. 


Charles must have shared in this wealth, but from 
the time that I can remember I would not call them 
poor, but they were far from wealthy. I had the 
definite impression that they once had money and 
were embarrassed not to be able to spend money 
freely. As an example, at the time of my parents' 
twenty-fifth wedding anniversary, the Bullis family 
sent as a gift a silver bread tray. They apologized 
for its being silver plate rather than sterling 
Silver, since they could not afford it. What may 
have happened, I do not know. 


To continue the story of the Bullis family: My 
brother Earle's earliest recollection of his 
grandparents was visiting them in the late 1890's 

on a two hundred acre farm outside Brighton, which 
was near Rochester. "They had a large brick mansion. 
He (Grandfather) raised milk (I did not know one 
raised milk!) and sold it to a R.C. convent in 


Rochester." Earle went on to write, "When Grandfather 


retired, he went to Rochester to live, and all his 
children." Earle did not say when that was. 


My earliest memory is of visiting them in an 
apartment on Lake Avenue in Rochester. The number 
440 sticks in my memory, but may not be correct. 
The apartment was in a block long brick building. 
This apartment, as I remember, was one room wide 
and three or four stories high. Charles still had 
a team of horses. There was a brewery across the 
alley in back and he may have kept them in their 
stall. Every time that we were there in those days, 
he would entertain us one day by hitching up his 
horses to a carriage that held six or eight of us 
and take us to a public beach on Lake Ontario for 
a picnic and a day's outing. 


I have seen a newspaper clipping dated 1909 with 
the story that he was working for Rochester Power 
and Light Company. His team of horses ran away 

but he was not hurt. He must have retired soon 
after, for I do not remember when he worked or when 
he sold his horses. 


Our family went to Rochester every year. We 
probably stayed a month, although Father may not 
have been away from his store that long. Until 
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Father got a car about 1915 we would go by train. 
I still have vivid memories of those rides -- they 
seemed exciting to me then. They also were not 
comfortable; the locomotive was coal burning. In 
the summer it was hot and one could either open a 
window and get covered with soot and cinders, or 
keep the window closed and suffocate. Sometimes 
someone half a dozen seats ahead would open a 
window and you might get a little breeze and they 
would get the dirt. The trip took about all day. 
We always took a box lunch along which we ate on 
the train rather than having the expense of eating 
in the dining car. 


We usually went in the summer. I remember that they 
had no refrigerator (another example of how they 
kept down expense) and I would refuse to drink my 
milk because it was warm. 


At some time Uncle Gilbert bought a home for 

the family at 73 Ashbury Street in a newly developed 
plot on the outskirts of Rochester. It was a 
comfortable two story house with a nice yard, garden, 
and a tree of some kind that I used to climb. 


The family consisted, in order of birth, of my 
mother Maggie (or Margaret, as she later insisted 
on being called), Marion (May), Harriet (Hattie), 
Frederick (Fred), Susan (Susie), John, Gilbert, and 
Arthur. Aside from my mother, none ever married 
except John whose wife died within a year. With 
the exception of Uncle Fred, for reasons I will 
explain later, and my mother, all the family lived 
together. 


At the time of my visits to the family, the women 
helped the family finances by working on men's 
neckties for a company who sold their ties under 
the trade name of Superba Cravats. Aunt Susie 
would go to the factory and bring home on the 
street car big bundles of unfinished ties. The 
family would turn them right side out, put in the 
lining, and press them ready for sale. Aunt Susie 
would take the finished ties back and return with 
more bundles. I was always fascinated by this 
huge display of neckties scattered all over the 
house -- ties of all descriptions, from those to 
be sold in the inexpensive shops to those for 
Fifth Avenue. It was here that I got my interest 
in neckties, expecially for outlandish ones that 
were the talk of the office where I worked. They 
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do not make them like that any more! Not only 
were neckties scattered all over the house, but 
so was lint from the flannel lining. 


So far as I knew, this was a congenial group. I 
suppose there were disappointments but I was never 
conscious of any and I never heard Mother speak 

of any such thing. 


At the time of my earliest memories, my grandparents 
were in their early 70's and my aunts and uncles 

in their early 30's and 40's. I do not remember 
much about my grandfather aside from the times he 
took us for outings on the beach of Lake Ontario, 
and these trips stopped finally by 1910. 


Earle wrote, "Grandma Bullis was the shortest, 
fatest woman I have ever seen. I never saw her 
in any position except sitting in a chair." I 

do not agree with the second sentence. She may 
have been short and fat but she was not chair 
bound. Besides working on neckties, she did some 
of the work in the kitchen. I remember that when 
I was very young I would help her make cookies 

by putting pieces of paper in them before they 
were baked so the family would have surprises 
when they ate them and Grandma did not stop me. 
As Earle also said, she was very jolly. 


Since this is an account of my memories of the 
family in Rochester, I have nothing to say about 
my mother except that I wonder how she and Father 
ever got married. 


In the 1880 census records, Mother is living with 
her parents in State Line Mills; she is nineteen 
years old, and teaching school. Father is about 
ten miles away, a "laborer" living with an uncle 
who is a lumberman. Did they meet there? If so, 
it was seven or eight years before they married. 

A year later Father was living in Port Allegany 
where he lived until they were married in 1889 in 
Rochester. When the Bullis family moved to Olean, 
did Mother go to Port Allegany instead and teach 
school? I know Mother always had several friends 
there. If Mother went to Olean with her family, 
Father would have had a twenty-five mile ride on 
the railroad to visit her. However they managed 
it, they did get married in Rochester and then 
went to Coudersport, Pennsylvania where they lived 
the rest of their married life.

One more detail about Mother before I take up the 
rest of the family: I always knew her first name 
to be Margaret. Earle wrote one time that she 
insisted on being called that, not Maggie. However, 
on the formal wedding announcement put out by her 
parents, her name is Maggie. On some early photos 
of her, she has written her name as Maggie. My 
explanation for this, which is only a guess, is 
that whatever her baptismal name, she was known by 
everyone as Maggie. When she went to Coudersport, 
a village of about 800 at that time, her husband 
was a merchant and became a leading citizen of the 
town. She therefore was a member of of the town's 
high society (and I can tell you that a small town 
can have a high society!). Therefore she felt she 
should be known by a more dignified name than 
Maggie. 


Now to pick up the story of all my aunts and uncles. 


Aunt May was a small, slender person. From the time 
I can remember she was something of a recluse. For 
several days at a time she would stay in her room, 
not even coming out for meals. She may not have been 
well for she was the first of the family to die. 
Under these conditions, I never got to know her very 
well, I suppose she did some work on neckties, but 

I know she did beautiful embroidery. I have a few 

of her small doilies with the finest needlework. 


Aunt Hattie was the opposite of Aunt May. She was 

a large woman, very outgoing, full of laughter. It 
was the "in thing" around the turn of the century for 
young women to take up some kind of art work. Some, 
like Aunt May, did fancy needlework. Others did 
hand painted china. Still others, like Aunt Hattie, 
went in for oil painting. Two of her oil paintings were 
done on eighteen inch by twenty-eight inch oval oak 
boards. These were among Mother's prized possessions 
that she asked me to take. I also have a framed oil 
painting by Aunt Hattie. From the time that I can 
remember, she had become very fat. The first time 

we drove to Rochester we wanted to take the family 
for a ride in our new car -- four doors with open 
sides. It was with much laughter and pushing that 

we were able to get Aunt Hattie through the door 

and into a seat. Her large size made her very 
self-conscious and she seldom went out of the yard. 


Earle remembered when Uncle Fred owned and operated 
a machine shop. He also owned a boat on the Erie 
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Canal and took Earle for a ride, but that was 

before my time. Uncle Fred was something of an 
inventive genius. I have a copy of an article from 

a Rochester newspaper dated 8 August 1897, describing 
some kind of a gear invention for the bicycle that 
made it easier to pedal. The article prophesied 

that this invention would revolutionize the bicycle 
industry, but I guess that never happened. He also 
invented a popcorn vending machine. This was a 
large, glass-enclosed cabinet on wheels. You put 
your nickel in a slot and could see kernels of corn 
drop into a pan which was shaken over a gas flame. 
When the corn was popped, salt and melted butter 

were poured over it and it came down a chute into 

the paper bag you held to receive it. Usually 

when I went to Rochester, he was in Chicago promoting 
the sale of this machine, so I never knew him well. 


Aunt Susie, of all the family, was my favorite, and 
Earle's also. She was the one who would take us 
places and do things with us. She would take me 

to the playground in some park, or on a long trolley 
ride in a nearby town. There are two episodes I 
remember particularly well. We were there once at 
Christmas time when I was very young. Aunt Susie 
took me to the children's party at some church. 
Along with all the other children, I was given a small 
box of candy that I proudly brought home. Another 
time she took me to see the railroad yards at night. 
The street went over the yard and as we walked over, 
we could see the lighted passenger trains come in 
and the freight locomotives moving cars around. 
Earle could remember when she was active in church 
work but I do not think she was in later years. I 
understood that she worked for a time in Father's 
store. The history of our church in Coudersport 
mentions that a group of young women in the church 
in 1895 formed St. Margaret's Guild and Miss Susan 
Bullis was Vice President. 


Earle called Uncle John a jolly bum. He certainly 
was jolly, the most outgoing of all the uncles -- 

a lot of fun to be around. When Uncle Fred had 

his machine shop, Uncle John worked there. Later 
he worked for Eastman Kodak Company. Earle wrote 
that he was not a steady worker. I do not remember 
that he was around the house during normal working 
hours, but I might not have noticed if he had been. 
Weekends were something else. He usually was not 
there from morning to night, or was in his room 

not to be disturbed! Being the happy-go-lucky sort, 
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whether or not he contributed much to the family 
income, I do not know. 


Uncle Gilbert was the opposite -- he was the steady 
one. Earle wrote that he also worked in Uncle Fred's 
shop at one time, but all the time that I knew him 

he was the chauffeur for some rich man in Rochester. 
Occasionally they would take a long trip. Touring 

by automobile in those days was sometimes difficult 
and Uncle Gilbert would have interesting stories to 
tell of his experiences. He was pleasant to be 
around but not the effervescent type like Uncle 

John. 


In my days Uncle Arthur was always around the house. 
Earle wrote that he was sickly, but I do not know 
from what cause. He worked on neckties with the 
rest of the family. He was quiet so you hardly 
realized he was around. 


I have tried to give a picture of each member of 

of the family. Each was different yet they lived 
together as a happy family. I will always remember 
my visits with them with pleasure. 


I do not remember the family having any outside 
social activity. In my day I do not think any of 
them ever went to any social event or to church, 
or entertained outside guests. Of course my 
memory may be at fault. 


The end of this story is not a pleasant one. The 
last time I saw the family was in 1923. By that 
time both grandparents, Aunt May, and Uncle John 
were gone. I moved to Dayton, Ohio two years later 
and was never able to go back. I know little of 
the family after that because they were not letter 
writing people. I do know that the Depression and 
advancing age were hard on them. At some time they 
lost their home and, I suppose, depended upon 
government for help the last years of their lives.

John and Alice were married in 1872 in San Antonio, Texas. 

John enlisted on August 8, 1862 at Farmington, Ontario County, 
New York as a Corporal in Company H, 126th Regiment, United States 
Volunteer Infantry, to serve three years during the Civil War. 

He fought at Harper's Ferry on September 12th through 15th, 
1862, and was in the skirmish with the Confederates near 
Centerville, Virginia in the Spring of 1863. He was captured at 
the Battle of Gettysburg, Pennsylvania on July 2nd and 3rd, 1863, 
and taken along by Robert E. Lee's retreating army to Richmond, 
Virginia, where he remained in a Confederate prison camp for about 
three months. He was paroled on September 29, 1863 at City Point, 
Virginia and was sent to a Union Camp at Annapolis, Maryland to 
await an exchange of parolees with the Confederates. 

On August 17, 1864, he was honorably discharged at Annapolis, 
Maryland and commissioned on August 18, 1864 as a Captain of the 
118th United States Infantry, Colored, and joined his regiment in 
Kentucky. In November 1864, he was again in battle near Richmond, 
Virginia, by the Dutch Gap Canal. 

In May 1865, his regiment was transferred to Brownsville, Texas 
to patrol the Rio Grande against Maximilian and the French forces 
in Mexico. He was dischared on February 6, 1866 at Brownsville, 
Texas, and became engaged in the business of supplying firewood to 
the Mississippi River Steamboats in Arkansas and Mississippi. 

On September 3, 1867, he received a permanent appointment as a 
Second Lieutenant in the 41st United States Infantry, where he 
commanded a detachment of Seminole Indian Scouts on the Texas 
Mexican Border. He was promoted to First Lieutenant on June 20, 
1873 and was in command of the Seminole Scouts from March 1873 
through June 1881. During this period he led his men on twenty 
five operations in the field against hostile Indians. 

On April 29, 1886, he was promoted to Captain and received a 
brevet for Captain on February 27, 1890 for his services at 
Remolina in 1873, and on the Pecos River in 1875. On the same 
day he brevetted Major for his part in the Saragossa raid in 1876 
and his actions in the Burro Mountains in 1881. 

In 1882, he was ordered to Camp Supply, Indian Territory, and 
from there to San Carlos, Arizona as Indian Agent on the Apache 
Reservation. In 1893, he was transferred to Santa Fe, New Mexico 
as agent for the Pueblo and Jicarilla Indians. In 1897, he was 
appointed paymaster with the rank of Major and returned to San 
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Antonio, Texas. During the Spanish-American War he saw service 
in Cuba and the Philippines. On 1904, he was promoted to the 
rank of Brigadier General by President Theodore Roosevelt, and he 
retired to San Antonio, Texas on April 14, 1905. 

There is an historical marker at the Pecos Grand Canyon near 
the Amistad International Dam at Del Rio, Texas which states "In 
1875, Lt. John L. Bullis of the 24th Infantry, with the help of 
Seminole Indian Scouts, blasted a trail into the Canyon at this 
point". 

Camp Bullis, Texas, fifteen miles north of San Antonio, Texas, 
was named in his honor. It was established in 1917 as a target 
range and maneuver camp. 

Bullis, Texas: "A non-agency station on the Southern Pacific 
Railroad in southern Val Verde County, Texas, was originally 
called Seminole because it was the habitat of the Seminole 
Indians.  Mixed-breed Indians and Negros were defeated in battle 
by a company of soldiers under Lt. John Lapham Bullis, and the 
place thereafter bore his name". 

Bullis Gap Ridge: "In eastern Brewster County, Texas, twelve 
miles west of the Rio Grande, has an elevation of 31,000 feet. 
The range was named in honor of General John Lapham Bullis". 

The following article was published in the August 1927, 
Minneapolis Journal, headlined "Noted Indian Fighter". 

"Brigadier General John Lapham Bullis, known to Indian tribes in 

Texas and Mexico as "The Thunderbolt" and "The Whirlwind" was one 
of the most famous Indian Fighters of American History. 

He lived in Texas for nearly 40 years and is called by historical 
writers as the "greatest Indian fighter the army ever produced".
